The accident was probably due tothe 
carelessness: of. Engineer.Gray and hie 1 
assistant, George A. Bowman, :Gray 
allowed Bowman, who isa Hiconsed.en- 
gineer, but. who, ranked: as‘an oiler on 
the Cincinnatt, to. run: the ‘engine for 
him, and. it .was.~ while: Bowman was 
handling it that the.accident happened.
